Time and again the Republicans 
have met, recounted their own vir- 
tues and discounted those of the 
Democrats, framed their platform 
and named their candidates, with- 
out ruffling a hair.

REMAIN UNSOLVED 


Both in Madison County and 
Inquests Have Been Held 
in Neither. 


Two double murders within five 
days in Madison County, III., re- 
main unsolved mystertes, and no 
arrest has been made in either 


case. 
It was announced today that the 


Coroner's inquest into the killing 
of Peter Alello and Dorothy Kite 
of Alton, whose bodels were found 
by a roadside near the limits of 


Edwardsville early yesterday, 
would be deferred until some def- 
inite evidence should be found. 
No inquest has yet been held 
into the deaths of W. J. Wallace 
and Charles Virgin, ticket taker 
and watchman of the McKinley 
Bridge, who were shot to death by 
automobilists at the east end of the 
bridge early last Friday. The Mc- 
Kinley System has offered; $1000 
reward for evidence which shall 
lead to a conviction in this case. 
The Sheriff's force and the Alton 
police believe the Aiello-Kite kill- 
ing was the result of a bootlegging 
feud, and that Aiello was shot else- 
where and carried to the point 
near Edwardsville, while the wom- 
an, his housekeeper, was carried 
along anch after a struggle, was 
shot and slashed to death at the 
place where the bodies were found. 
Alello's former wife, now Miss 
Nina Crivello of Alton, has said 
that she never knew him to have 
any part in bootlegging, and she 
believes his troubles were due to 
the attentions of other men to 
Dorothy Kite, who was the cause 
of Alello’s divorce. Alello ran a 
barber shop and he and Dorothy 
Kite lived on Indiana avenue in a 
southern section of Alton, known 
as “Dogtown.” His mother. Mrs. 
Nick Mazzara of Alton, also de- 
clares he was not a bootlegger.

The place he gives to intelli- 
gence is\genuinely American. He 
is sat ted with confidence in 
the value of the mind. He con- 
stantly emphasizes the necéssity 
of schools and the imiportance of 
education to our nation 
Problems ef the most serious im- 
port require solution. Clear, 
straight, hard thinking alone will 
do it. This man sees this great 
truth in all its bearings and never 
fails to emphas it It may 
not be one of the spectacular as- 
pects of his Americanism, but it 
is ohe which the future will not 
forget. Americans believe in 
their children and in education. 
They demand primary schools, 
high schools, coHeges and uni- 
versities. These agencies have 
no better or more understanding 
friend than this man. 

In America we have the curi- 
ous practice of classifying men. 
We attempt to put labels on them 
and. imagine that thereby we 
have settled something.

COURT RELEASES 
13 DEFENDANTS 
IN KLAN TRIAL 


Motions of Defense Coun- 
sel Upheld in Cases of 
11 Klansmen and 2 Non- 
members. 


DECISION IS MADE 
AS STATE RESTS 


Several _ Witnesses Have 
Testified First Shots in 
Lilly Riot Came From 
Ranks of Hooded Parad- 


ers. 


By the Associated Press. 
EDENSBURG, Pa., June 12 


The number of defendants in the 
Lilly rfiot trial was reduced to 31 
alleged Ku Kiux Klansmen and 
LAlly residents today when Judge 
Thomas B. Finletter directed a 
verdict of acquittal on behalf of 11 
alleged klansmen and two of the 
Lilly defendants upon the grounds 
of insufficient evidence. Forty- 
four men weré arraigned origin- 
ally upon charges of riott and un- 
lawful assemblage in connection 
with the fatal riot April 5 at Lilly 
between villagers and visiting 
klansmen. No disposition was 
made of the murder indictments 
returned against all of the defend- 
ants. 

The court’s order for a directed 
verdict on behalf of the 13 aerend- 
ants was made upon motion of the 
defense after the prosecution had 
rested. In supporting the motion 
the defense attorneys declared that 
not sufficient evidence had been 
presented to identify the defend- 
ants named as participants in the 
disorder. 

Percy Allen Rose, chief counsel 
for the alleged klansmen asked the 
court for a directed verdict for 16 
of the alleged klansmen, but Judge 
Finletter reduced the number to 
11. Phillip N. Shettig, counsel for 
the Lilly defendant,s confined his 
motion to two of the Lilly resi- 
dents. 

Several of the witnesses testified 
that a “big robed Klansman,“ left 
the ranks of the marchers, struck 
Frank Miasco, one of the victims 
of the riot, and then shot him. 
Miasco was identified as the man 
who held the nozsie of the fire 
hose, which, witnesses have testi- 
fied, was trained on the marching 
Klansmen. Cross examination of 
the witnesses by counsel for the al- 
leged Klansman was directed along 
the lines that the demonstration 
had been conducted i na quiet and 
orderly manner until the fire hose 
was turned on the marchers. 

The shooting of Miasco was fol- 
lowed by a volley of shots from 
the paraders into the Lilly crowd, 
the witnesses testified. One of 
them, Charles Daugherty, who was 
injured in the disorder, declared 
that before the volley was fired he 
heard someone shout “halt” and 
a moment later “open fire.” 

Later in the day S. E. Jimcouski 
and J. E. Erkella, two state police- 
men, testified that Samuel Evans, 
one of the alleged Klansmen de- 
fendants, had told them after the 
riot that he rushed into the crowd 
around the fire plug in an effort to 
obtain the hose. 

W. B. Souser, who said he was 
the head of the Klan organization 
at Johnstown, identified a robe and 
hood as the regalia of the Kian 
organization but Judge Thomas B. 
Finletter sustained an objection by 
defense counsel when he was asked 
to don the regalia in the court 
room. 

An effort was made by District 
Attorney D. E. Weimer to intro- 
duce into evidence the 42 pitsols, 
officers testified they took from 
the Klan special train after its ar- 
rival in Johnstown but the court 
denied their admission, sustaining 
a defense motion that they had not 
been identified as having been tak- 
en from individual defendants. 

The State today résted its case 
in the trial of 44 alleged members 
of the Ku Klux Klan and Lilly res- 
idents upon charges of riot and 
unlawful assemblege in connection 
with the fatal riot at Lilly April 5 
between visiting klansmen and w- 
lagers.

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URUGUAY IN FAVOR OF 
IMMIGRATION BY RUSSIANS 


South American Member of League | 
of Nations Council Extends In- 
vitation to Refugees. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, June 12.— Alberto N. 


Guanif, Uruguayan member of the 
League of Nations Council, today 
informed the council that Russian 
refugees would be welcomed as 
emigrants to South America, par- 
ticularly to Uruguay. 

The Council decided to ask the 
International Labor Office to han- 
dle the Russian problem in the fu- 
ture on the ground that it is no 
longer political but economic and 


ployment for the refugees. 

The Council approved the project 
to assist the homeless Armenians, 
Who are now without a country, 
by asking all Governments to fur- 
nish them with identitfication cer- 
tificates similar to the system now 
operating with the Russian refu- 
gees of Greece. 

Greece informed the council it 
was rady to transport some hun- 
dred thousand Russians elsewhere, 
as it was unable to continue feed- 
ing them, The council voted to 
continue extending help to the ref- 
ugees in Greece. The Greek repre- 
sentativs said that unless further 
assitance were extended, 40 per 
cent of the refugees would be 
wors off next winter than they 
were during the last.

Street Robbéry by Ten Men 


4 Compared with $1,000,000 


Mail -Truck Holdup,

W YORK, "Fuse 12.—-Ten au- 
tomobile robbers yesterday waylaid 
a customs truck on the outskirts 
of Greenwich Village, kidnaped the 
driver, terrorized a score of spec- 
tators and escaped with 29 pack- 
ages of imported jewels and 
watches of an estimated value of 
$125,000.
